Seeing is Buying 

N speaking at the last library convention, 
President Root of the American Library 
Association said: “I am a great believer in 
giving the public ample opportunity to see and 
handle the new books/’ It was his feeling 
that the opportunity to handle the books in¬ 
stead of getting first impressions of them 
from a list or catalog was of great impor¬ 
tance in increasing the wider and better use 
of books. If that is true in the library, ^here 
the open shelf reform of some years ago has 
been considered one of the most important 
steps that the public library ever took, how 
much more important it must be to the book- 
trade in its effort to increase the public in¬ 
terest in books. 

The thing that decides the sale of a book 
in many cases is an examination of the book, 
its title-page, introduction, illustrations, etc. 
The only feasible method that has yet been 
found for accomplishing this among the great 
range of new miscellaneous books is the book¬ 
store and the bookshop, and there can be no¬ 
thing more important in the book-trade’s in¬ 
terests than that these bookstores and book¬ 
shops should be increasing steadily in number. 
New books may be sold by direct advertising 
and special mail methods into districts not 
fully covered by bookstores, but this should 
be considered as a temporary method until the 
full organization for book display is accom¬ 
plished. 

If the average person will think back over 
his own book buying he will remember that 
a large proportion of his books came into his 
possession because he had had the bookstore 
contact with them, and the importance of this 
point will be obvious Not easily can a dis¬ 
tributing system be built up so that all books 
get their deserved display in every community, 
but this is the objective toward which book- 
trade effort should be headed. There will be 


wider sales for books, and a steadier and better 
controlled outlet by such means than by indi¬ 
vidual campaigns no matter what their vigor. 

Sales Tax Dead? 

HE latest word from Washington seems 
to be that the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee* is not likely to bring in, in their 
suggestions for revenue raising, any plan for 
a sales tax. This word will be very welcome 
in the book-trade, where, as it has been pointed 
out several times in this column, a tax such as 
this would be a grievous burden, indeed. Goods 
with fixed prices offer no opportunity for such 
cumulative taxes passing on to the consumer, 
and the margin on which books are carried, 
which is smaller than that on any other line 
of merchandise, does not permit such burdens 
to be taken care of inside of the present work¬ 
ing discounts. The corporation tax, with the 
excess profit tax eliminated, as suggested, has 
much less disadvantage from the book-trade 
point of view. 

The Necessity of Printing Cost 
Reductions 

N October 1st there ought to be brought 
about a reduction in printing wages in 
New York City of 15% to 20%. Such 
a reduction is necessary to put printing on a 
basis whereby books can be produced at a 
reduction in cost commensurate with that 
appearing in other lines of manufacture. 
After a month’s arbitration last spring, the 
wages in three unions connected with book 
manufacturing were reduced, but the scales 
in the most highly paid unions do not come 
up for adjustment until October 1st. With 
all of these others there is provision for 
wage scale discussion and ultimate arbitra¬ 
tion, with the exception of the largest of all 
printing unions, Typographical Union No. 6, 
and the employing printers should make sure 
of a wage’ adjustment with this union, else 
users of print will forestall October 1st prices 
by shopping for prices out of town. 

The National Association of Book Publish¬ 
ers is active in this situation and is present¬ 
ing to the Employing Printers’ Association 
an analysis of conditions as it finds them, 
pointing out that reduction in manufacturing 
cost of books must be brought about, and the 
way to begin this is to make new contracts 
for wage scales. There have been reduc- 
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tions in all branches of labor and tremendous 
reductions in the cost of living; there should 
be no reason why the printing industry should 
stay an exception to the general rule. 

•The publishers of magazines in New York 
are also taking steps to prepare for the Octo¬ 
ber 1st situation, and the Association of 
Periodical Publishers have agreed among 
themelves that if no arrangement* has been 
made, September 1st, between Employing 
Printers and Typographical Union No. 6 for 
wage scale negotiations, they will begin to 
look around outside of the city for places in 
whjch to have their work hand ed to avoid 
risk of October ist delays. At present, in 
spite of the drop in paper, price and binding 
costs, .it costs as much to make a book as a 
year ago, as there were decided increases in 
printing costs last fall on the wage increase 
and again on May ist, when the 44-hour week 
went into effect. 


Returning by Prepaid Express 

I N the issue of July 9th, the Publishers' 
Weekly called attention to the protest of a 
publisher who was continually receiving im¬ 
perfect books sent by express collect, which, 
if they had been sent by prepaid book express, 
would cost, perhaps, two-thirds less for the 
transportation. It should have been pointed 
out in that article that if the bookseller re¬ 
turning this package does not wish to prepay 
and charge up the express, the book can be 
sent collect, if the package is carefully marked 
“Books : Value not over $10.” This would 
enable the eastern publisher to receive the 
book at the lowest rate. 

The important point is that imperfect books 
should be sent back at the lowest rate, as both 
ends of the book-trade are interested to see 
that no needless expense be incurred and fric¬ 
tion started. 

Publishers sending out books to the trade 
can in the same way save the booksellers ex¬ 
pense by using the same care in obtaining the 
book rate and marking the package “Books: 
Value not over $10.” 

Grosset & Dunlap Exhibits 

TTHERE are now on the road ten traveling 
1 exhibits illustrating the story of book 
making, and Grosset & Dunlap receive so much 
demand for these exhibits that they are con¬ 
stantly moving .them around the country. The 
exhibit, which Grosset has planned to help deal¬ 


ers get public interest to books and their making, 
shows the whole process of the manufacture of 
a book from the log of wood to the finished 
product—wood chips, the bleached pulp, the 
finished sheets of paper, the typewritten manu¬ 
script, the book-plates, the folded signatures, 
the processes of binding—-all fully charted 
with cards, so that the exhibit can be laid out 
and the spectators pass from the process to 
another. With each exhibit, there has been cir¬ 
culated a little booklet entitled: “How a 
Poplar Log Becomes a Popular Book,” and 
thousands of these have been distributed. 

It has been found in many fields that there is 
continuing and increasing interest in under¬ 
standing processes of manufacture and exhibits 
that show the processes in practical shape in¬ 
crease the number of those who will thereafter 
handle the manufactured article with more re¬ 
spect and more interest. The more common and 
universal the product, the more value there is 
in having the people understand what care, 
thought and mechanical ingenuity go into the 
production.

IV. PRINTING IN FRANCE IN THE FIRST HALF OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY 


N telling the story of the printing press we 
move logically from the supremacy of one 
country to that of another, as the art grows, 
reaches its high mark of perfection, and wanes 
from age to age: a pulsation of artistic 
fecundity and sterility. 

In Italy the renais¬ 
sance first made its 
appearance, wrought 
its effects on archi- 
tecture, on learning, 
on the press; then, 
by means of men like 
Leonardo da Vinci, 
who died at Amboise 
in Touraine, and Se¬ 
bastian Serlio, who 
worked on the palace 
at Fontainebleau and 
left us a magnificent 
Roman alphabet, it 
sent its seed into 
France to fructify a 
kindly soil. From 
France to Italy, too, 
went artists eager to 
learn from what had 
already been done 
there how to carry 
on the work at home. 

The influence of Italy, 
always and in many 
ways inexhaustible 
for good or evil, was 
potent in France of 
the sixteenth century. 

In an atmospheie 
of expanding mental 
and artistic ferment, 
printing, which is at 
the same time and in 
equal proportions, an 
art and a vehicle for 
the preservation and 
conveyance of all the 
arts, became novel 
and Gallic; was mod¬ 
ernized in effect while 
remaining vigorous 
and beautiful. King 
Francis, as the es¬ 
sence of France, became the patron of the 
Press; a great family of printers exercised at 
Paris the profession of letters in its noblest 
sense; a learned scholar and designer reformed 
French typography; “the father of letter-found¬ 
ers” designed beautiful Greek and Roman let¬ 
ters; and a Royal Treasurer became the great 
patron of bookbinders. 

It is by a consideration of the lives of this 
famous group of artists and scholars that we 


can understand the era of the French superiori¬ 
ty in printing. They all did their work in 
Paris, and the history of the Paris press is the 
history of the French press, for Paris has al¬ 
ways been the center of French life in a more 
1(9 distinct way than has 
any other capital since 
Rome was mistress of 
the world. Let us 
then take up the story 
of the Paris press by 
way of its dominant 
note—the great fam¬ 
ily of 

The Estiennes 
(Stephani) 

The great printing 
dynasty of the Es¬ 
tiennes was founded 
by Henri (called by 
bibliographers Henri 
I) about the begin¬ 
ning of the 16th cen¬ 
tury. It continued to 
print books in Paris 
and Geneva until the 
times of Antoine Es- 
tienne, whose last 
book appeared in 
1664. The list of 
master printers of the 
name is rather baff¬ 
ling, due to there 
being several of the 
same Christian name. 
It is sufficient for our 
purpose to note the 
more important of 
them. 

Henri (I) was a 
printer in Paris from 
1496 to 1520. As is 
often the case with 
masters of the arts, 
little is known of his 
heritage, and rumor 
has embroidered that 
little; his biographer 
remarks that his chief 
distinction is in his 
famous printer-cfescendants who carried on 
the art after him. His editions are less 
noteworthy than those of his successors, 
but at least one is of importance—the 
“Quincuplex Psalterum” of 1509 in which the 
five versions of the Psalter appear in columns 
in black and red. Almost without exception 
Henri printed in Latin; we shall see how with 
the progress of the Renaissance, and espec¬ 
ially under the influence of Geofroy Tory,

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printing in the vernacular became more com¬ 
mon. It is an interesting comment which Ren- 
ourd makes, that scarcely any of Henri’s edi¬ 
tions are important to the scholar now; while 
those of his son and grandsons are usable 
books today, in spite of numerous more mod¬ 
ern editions. 

Henri died in 1520, and the next year his 
widow married Simon de Golines, another 
famous Paris printer, who seems to have been 
in partnership with the first Estienne. Henrt 
left three sons who followed in his footsteps, 
altho for several years the office was con¬ 
ducted by Colines. It was this printer who 
employed Geofroy Tory to cut for him the 
first italic letters used in France, and his 
printer’s marks, (one of Time with a scythe 
and one with the rabbits, both well known to 
students of printing), and in whom, as in the 
Estiennes, scholarship and technical ability 
were admirably united. 

Conflict With Authority 

Robert (I) Estienne set up for himself as 
a printer in his father’s office in 1525, Colines 
leaving to establish an office of his own near¬ 
by. Robert seems to have learned his trade 
thoroly and well from his father and from 
Colines and also to have become a well edu¬ 
cated man in the humanities by means of the 
scholars who were permanently associated with 
the printing office. He married the daughter 
of Jesse Bade, a Paris scholar-printer, and 
their household became so imbued with the 
classics that it is said they all talked Latin 
from garret to cellar! Robert had already, 
in 1523, edited for the press an edition of the 
New Testament with certain emendations of 
the Vulgate, which won for him the unkind 
attention of the divines of the Sorbonne. Al¬ 
ready the Renaissance was bringing scholars 
and printers into conflict with the Church, 
and the Sorbonne, which, thru its rector, had 
in 1476 invited printers to Paris, was, within 
half a century, beginning to rue its initiative, 
and to harass and persecute the first printers 
of the age. During all his long and prolific 
life Robert Estienne was in the thick of the 
desultory conflict between the entrenched and 
often corrupt authority of the Roman Church, 
and the new stirrings of individual freedom 
which Luther had precipitated at Wittenberg 
in 1517. 

Culmination of Printing Art 
In 1538 King Francis, following the death 
of the first Royal Printer, appointed Robert 
Estienne as King’s Printer for Latin and He¬ 
brew at the same time that he appointed Con¬ 
rad Neobar, King’s Printer for Greek. Where¬ 
as until now the Church had sought to im¬ 
pose the shackles of her “nihil obstat,” the 
growth of the imperial power following the 
middle ages demanded that all art and industry 
be in some way linked up with the royal pa¬ 
tronage. Francis appointed men already em¬ 
inent to “royal” position (a method not un¬ 
known at the present), but as always it had 
little to do with art or industry. No royal 


warrant could produce an Estienne or a Tory; 
but if such favor could enhance reputations 
already well earned, then the commissions ap¬ 
pointing Tory first Royal Printer, Estienne 
first Royal Printer in Latin and Hebrew, and 
Neobar first Royal Printer in Greek, coming 
as they did after Francis’s first abortive at¬ 
tempts to control the freedom of the press, 
may be regarded with equanimity tempered 
with amusement. Undeterred by Churchly 
wrath, and little aided by Royal support, the 
printed page was carried on by men whose 
allegiance was to truth. Until Robert’s death 
in 1559, “not a year elapsed in which he did 
not turn out several volumes, some of which 
were treasures of art.” But by 1552 the com 
tinual wrangling with the Sorbonne, and the 
vacillating policy of Francis’s son, Henri II, 
led to Robert’s removal to Geneva. Here the 
work of the office was continued, many of the 
issues being of a religious, controversial na¬ 
ture, Robert naturally siding more or less with 
Calvin; but after Robert’s death his son re¬ 
moved the office to Paris. In 1569 this son, 
Henri Estienne II, issued an interesting book 
on the decline of printing as an art, calling 
on the shade of Aldus to witness its degrada¬ 
tion ! Printing had, indeed, in respect to tech¬ 
nical perfection, beauty of type, and excellence 
of scholarship, reached its culmination in Rob¬ 
ert Estienne. 

We might give further consideration to the 
work of the numerous other descendants of 
the first Estienne, but none of them have the 
importance of Robert. It will be sufficient to 
note that the family had a long and honorable 
career as printers, and to turn to the versatile 
figure of 

Geofroy Tory 

The Estienne family represent the greatest 
dynasty of French printers, but their work was 
largely, in effect, a continuation of the earlier 
work of Aldus and his contemporaries in Ven¬ 
ice, and of Froben at Basle in the later years 
of the 15th and the early 16th centuries. The 
Aldine classics became in France the Estienne 
series of folios: a fresh impetus and a Gallic 
scholarship applied to the Greek, Hebrew, and 
Latin scriptures. But in Geofroy Tory the 
world of French letters found a new and 
forceful influence, which shaped not only the 
typography of his time, but even the French 
language itself. Tory was an innovator. 

Tory was born in Bourges about 1480, and 
received his early education there. Early in 
the 16th century he went to Italy, and came 
under the spell of the later Italian Renais¬ 
sance, but more especially, probably, under the 
spell of classic Rome. Returning to France, 
and thoroly grounded in Latin and Greek, 
he entered on the first phase of his career, as 
a professor in various colleges and as an edi¬ 
tor of classic texts for publishers, printers, 
and for himself. But to an ardent and in¬ 
quiring mind such as Tory’s, the teaching and 
editing of antique tongues did not offer suffi¬ 
cient variety or scope, and in his early thirties 
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he started to learn to draw and engrave • on 
wood under the tutelage of Jean Parreal. This 
occupied his time for three or four years till 
it could be said of him that “he drove art 
and philosophy hand in hand.” The study of 
a practical art left him still more eager, and

dropping his work at Paris, he set forth a 
second time for Italy on a passionate tour of 
the classic world, visiting, as he says, the 
Coliseum a thousand times. 

Back from Italy again, he set actively at 
work drawing, engraving, and publishing, was 
admitted to the guild of booksellers, and came 
into close contact with printers like Colines. 
And now, with his thoro command of Greek 
and Latin, with a fine facility at drawing and 
engraving, with a patriotic fervor, which, pro¬ 
phetic of the Revolutionary “citoyen” by two 
hundred and seventy-five years, caused him to 
adopt as his motto the word “civis,” his active 
mind set about the consideration of his native 
tongue and its graphic expression in letters. 
The practice of the art of printing was re¬ 
ducing the chaos of variant texts to order; 
why should not the French language submit 
to the same process? As a result of his ma¬ 
ture deliberation, Tory in 1529 issued his 
“Champs fluery,” which sought to explain the 
origin of classic letter-forms in terms of the 
human body, to give directions for the pro¬ 
per drawing of the Roman alphabet, and to 
establish and ordain the French language by 
fixing rules for its use. The far-reaching 
consequences of this small book may be esti¬ 
mated by one result alone: thereafter, French 
words carried accents to mark the value of 
vowels, where before no accents had been used. 

Tory had by this time issued a good many 
books both as publisher and editor. He was 
a well-known wood-engraver, and he had en¬ 
graved type and initial letters and printers* 
marks for the Paris printers. In view of these 
accomplishments, and as a part of his scheme 
for a Royal “College de France” to overcome 
the influence of the Sonbonne, Francis ap¬ 
pointed Tory to the entirely new office of 
Royal Printer. There were probably some 


advantages in such a warrant which did not 
attach to the licenses limited as to territory 
and time which had before this been issued to 
various printers; but the French King was 
still “His Most Christian Majesty,” and what¬ 
ever value there was in the new title was 
vitiated by the attitude of the Church, as we 
have seen in the case of Robert Estienne. 

Tory’s accomplishments are many, honorable, 
and interesting. One of them which is note¬ 
worthy was the introduction of the modem 
title page in its essentials; for another, he 
contributed largely to the final supersession of 
black letter by the Roman form. We can 
perhaps best summarize his life-long activity 
>by calling him scholar, editor, author, de¬ 
signer, engraver, publisher, printer, book¬ 
binder, philologist (he says that a printer 
should always be a philologist), and reformer 
of typography and language. He died in 1533. 
His record is written in M. Bernard’s fascin¬ 
ating chronicle, issued in wholly satisfactory 
form by Houghton Mifflin & Co. in 1909, 
under the direction of one of Tory’s most 
gifted modern appreciators, Bruce Rogers. 

Claude Garamond 

A pupil of Tory, Claude Garamond, was 
concerned during the period under review, in 
creating type faces which help to make the 
age illustrious. Type-founding, which had 
up to this time been practiced as an integral 
part of the printer’s craft, was gradually be¬ 
coming a separate profession. For the first 
time type designers and founders supplied type 
on order to various printers, and Garamond 
seems to have been one of the first to devote 
his energies to this specialized labor. For 
Robert Estienne and at the expense of King 
Francis, he cut the series of “Royal Greeks,” 
which have ever since been famous for their 
beauty, tho modern eyes cannot now use the 



handsome and involved ligatures which dis¬ 
tinguish it from such a matter-of-fact face 
as the “Forson” Greek in use today. For the 
Royal Printing-office he cut a lovely form of 
Roman letter which was in use for over a 
hundred years, and which was the pattern for 
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the good, tho less satisfying modern “Gara- 
mond” type. 

Mention should also be made of the great 
patron of book-binders, Jean Grolier, Royal 
Treasurer, whose fine appreciation of their 
work, has made his name forever famous. 

The time of the Estiennes, of Tory, of Gara- 
mond, and of Grolier, has fittingly been called 
the ‘^Golden Age” of printing. Never before 
or since were so many books printed so well, 
nor such a combination of scholarship, type, 
presswork, illustrations, decorations, and bind¬ 
ings, been seen. The great Latin lexicon of 
Robert Estienne was a standard book of refer¬ 
ence for generations. The finest forms of 
Roman and Greek letter were constantly in use 
for the production of noble folios, and for 
the designing of such type the best designers in 
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the history of the press were available. Elab¬ 
orate borders, friezes, initial letters, printers' 
marks, were lavishly employed. The modern 
form of title page was evolved, and the printed 
book became a storehouse of graphic art. It 
got completely away from the monkish scribe, 
and used Hebrew, Greek, and Roman with 
equal facility and grace. 

Noble and beautiful books have since been 
printed, but after this Golden Age printing 
began to partake, in the hands of Dutch and 
English craftsmen, of the homely and “prac^ 
tical” virtues which the growth of commer¬ 
cial and mercantile supremacy elevated above 
the ideals of the middle ages and the renais¬ 
sance. The course of its progress in the offices 
of the Elzevirs and of Plantin we shall next 
examine. 


The Fordney Tariff and The Book-Trade. 


T HOSE sections of the Fordney Bill that 
touch upon the book-trade, either in ques¬ 
tion of raw materials or manufactured pro¬ 
duct, are printed herewith in detail, with 
comparisons, as far as they can be made, with 
the two previous tariff bills. 

Two of the outstanding features of the 
comparison are only noticeable by observing 
that both old books and books in foreign 
languages have been omitted from the free 
list. The other two most significant points are 
the increase of the tariff on manufactured 
books from 15% to 20%, and more important 
than this, the provision says that these tariffs 
shall be levied on the American valuation. 

Books over twenty years old have been duty 
free in both the previous tariffs. < Such im¬ 
portations fall in the same classification as 
art objects of various kinds, but besides being 
non-competitive, they have cultural value to 
the country not equalled by engravings, stamps 
and many kinds of art objects that are put on 
the free list. 

Books in foreign languages have previously 
been duty free, as a tariff on these produces 
but little revenue and there is no real compe¬ 
tition in American production. This feature 
will be especially burdensome to the increasing 
number of students in this country^ who are 
developing a familiarity with foreign lang¬ 
uages and foreign thought and thus preparing 
the country to take its place as a world power. 
It will also be highly resented bv our large 
foreign-born population, who would naturally 
wish to continue to follow the literary produc¬ 
tion of their native land. 

Bibles are duty free as heretofore, but 
prayer books, either in English or foreign 
languages, will be dutiable. 

The increase from 15%. to 20% on the duty 
of manufactured books is not so serious. a 
matter as is the effect of the American varia¬ 
tion clause now under so much discussion in 
Washington. This clause would increase the 
rates of duty very radically. 


The directors of the National Publishers’ 
Association passed the following resolution at 
their July meeting, showing the attitude of 
the American publishers: 

“ Resolved, That the proposed tariff on books 
under the Fordney Bill is iniquitous in the 
fact that it not only increases the tariff on 
books, but leaves to the discretion of a cus¬ 
toms official the price on which such tariff 
shall be levied. That it will result on con¬ 
servative estimates in an increase in duty on 
imported books of from three to four hundred 
percent, and will shut out from this market 
many valuable publications which should be 
be circulated here, by necessitating a prohibi¬ 
tive retail price. It is the opinion of the 
publishers that should this tariff become a 
law, it will result in a diminution rather than 
an increase in tariff revenue to the Govern¬ 
ment.” 

Under this American valuation clause the 
United States appraisers would have tre¬ 
mendous power in settling the amount of duty 
to be paid and the importing of books would 
be very highly speculative, as no one could 
tell exactly in advance what the amount of 
the duty would be. The wording of the sec¬ 
tion says that the 20% would be levied “on 
the price, at the date of exportation, at which 
comparable and competitive procfucts of the 
United States are ordinarily sold in wholesale 
quantities.” Under such a vague proposal 
the importation of a four-hundred page bio¬ 
graphy would be faced with a duty on a simi¬ 
lar four-hundred page biography of American 
manufacture, regardless of the fact that there 
can be no absolute comparison between one 
book and another on account of the royalty 
value, popularity of the book and various con¬ 
ditions entering into the circumstances of 
publication. 

The chief argument in favor of the Ameri¬ 
can valuation clause or some substitute for 
the same is the fact that, in the present dis¬ 
organization of foreign exchange, no duty rate 
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would be sufficient to offset the ratio of Ger¬ 
man currency to American, which gives 
American importers in some fields a great 
advantage over American producers. The toy 
manufacturers, for instance, are now repre¬ 
sented in Washington, stating that they will 
be ruined if high protection is not given. 

George C. Davis of the New York Customs 
House has proposed a modified home value 
plan that would put the burden of proving 
that imports were comparable or competitive 
with American products on the domestic 


manufacturer instead of on the customs ser¬ 
vice. This, he believes, would cut down 
litigation. 

In the case of old and rare books, the 
American valuation plan becomes practically 
impossible of application, and if enacted, 
would create chaos in this business. No ap¬ 
praiser would be competent to set an Ameri¬ 
can valuation on a miscellaneous collection of 
old and rare books, and the importer himself 
cannot judge until he puts them up at auction 
here or tests out the market.

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English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

T HE six-shilling novel has returned. It is 
in size and quality of paper a pre-war 6s. 
book. There are 400 pages in excellent 
covers. 

Charles Bang, the manager of Heineman’s, 
who are publishing one, told The Evening News 
that he was able to revert to the popular price 
owing to the large edition of the novel, of 
which 100,000 copies have already been printed. 

Paper has come down considerably in price 
and printing will cost less in the autumn, so 
that all novels should soon be available once 
more at pre-war prices. 

The above report is hardly correct—at least 
yet. And it was a little misleading to give it 
the headline: “6/ Novels Again.” This seemed 
to suggest that all novels would in future be 
issued at the old pre-war price. Of course, 
that is entirely out of the question. How 
could it be otherwise? Granted that the paper 
market has eased, it is still up in the clouds 
of high costs. And it will be a very long time 
before it comes down to the pre-war figure— 
if it ever does, which we doubt. Binding is 
a little Cheaper nowadays, but still high. Com¬ 
position and machinery and other book ingre¬ 
dients are still high. There will be many novels 
this fall at 8/6, and a very large number at 
7/6. Here and there, some at 6/, and an oc¬ 
casional short story at 5/. The 6/ price seems 
to obsess people. Why, heaven only Jcnows. 
Novels should be published at a price based 
upon length, or, in other words, cost of pro¬ 
duction. But somehow, the English reader of 
fiction won’t hear of anything but 6/. 

In the same evening journal -that deals with 
the above matter we learn that Charles Bang, 
general manager to the firm of William Heine- 
mann, upon whom the King has just conferred 
the O.B.E. in recognition of his services to 
this country, has been associated with Heine- 
mann’s since 1902. He is Danish by birth. 

Mr. Bang has done a lot for British authors, 
novelists, explorers, artists, and playwrights 
abroad. It is largely due to him that the 
works of Sir Hall Caine, George Moore, Con¬ 
rad, Galsworthy, Richard Dehan, Robert 
Hichens, Sir Ernest Shackleton. Sir Douglas 
Mawson, Sir Arthur Pinero, Alfred Sutro, E. 
W. Hornung, Haddon Chambers, and William 
Nicholson have been published and produced 
in practically all European languages. 

For the Italian educationist, Dr. Maria Mon- 
tessori, Mr. Bang has been—as expressed in 
her speech at the Savoy Hotel in December, 
1919—“a disinterested and most able coadjutor 
and organizer, without whose patient and faith¬ 
ful collaboration I could never have come into 
so close and intimate contact with British 
teachers.” 

A Croydon librarian explains that complete 
fiction catalogs are not printed, because novels 
have only a brief life in public libraries. In 
recent years some have disappeared entirely in 
a month or two. The average life of a new 
novel is in a public library about ten weeks.

A Bookselling Recruit from “The Legion’’ 


I T has been often remarked that the book 
came so much to the front during the war 
that there has been an undoubted increase 
in book interest ever since, and in at least 
one city the returning soldier has selected 
the book business for his vocation. 

Several of the New York book travelers 
who cover the south have reported that at 
Newberry, S. C., there was a live new ac¬ 
count, that of Hal Kohn, “The New Book 
Store,” and the Publishers' Weekly wrote 
Mr. Kohn asking for an account of his work 
or any examples of his publicity. 

Mr. Kohn was in the army for two years 
and had seventeen active months on the other 
side as a member of the 30th Division. 
“After I came back,” he writes, “I opened 
this store and have, by hard work, made my¬ 
self felt in the community, and I look forward 
to the time when my store will become more 
than a mere store, a local institution.” 

Mr. Kohn was first local commander of 
the American Legion, and a copy of the pro¬ 
gram of a recent Legion convention at New¬ 
berry showed a “New Book Store” advertise¬ 
ment which read: “Look up a new word a 
day. Dictionaries from 50c. to $16.” On an¬ 
other page of the same program we find: 
“Special: Aluminum sale. Kettles at $1.44. 
Cash only. Blank's Book Store.” This lat¬ 
ter is apparently Mr. Kohn’s competitor. 

We note from an advertising blotter that 
“The New Book Store” has sent out, solicit¬ 
ing telephone orders, that besides books and 
stationery, Mr. Kohn is carrying cut flowers. 
This seems a happier combination with books 
than aluminum ware. 

As an example of his efforts to get people 
to take his store as a convenient community 
center, wherein every sort of reasonable pub¬ 
lic service will be offered, Mr. Kohn writes 
about his experiments in handling that most 
unprofitable merchandise, the 2c. stamp. With 
the belief that the selling of stamps at a con¬ 
venient location at all hours is a public 
service that many appreciate and remember, 


he has a sign hung in the window, especially 
on days and hours when the post office might 
be closed, which says: “Sure, I sell postage 
stamps,” and these postage stamps are deliv¬ 
ered to the customer in a neat envelope, with 
an imprint pointing out that the store also 
sells other things, mentioning some of them. 
This service, because given with cheerfulness 
and with care and with as much attention to 
the little negro as the prominent business 
man, has helped, Mr. Kohn claims, to give 
the idea that the store is insistent on service. 

Five Years Old 

RISCILLA GUTHRIE’S Book Shop cele¬ 
brated its fifth birthday anniversary on the 
first of June, and as part of the celebration 
sent out to its friends unusually attractive 
folders recounting the story of its life. “Five 
Years Old!” the first sheet of the four page 
leaflet is headed, which recounts the founding 
of the shop by Miss Guthrie in 1916, at 537 
William Penn Place, opposite the William Penn* 
Hotel in Pittsburg. In April 1917, William J. 
Crull joined the firm as a partner, and the- 
shop was moved to the new Union Arcad(e 
Building. The following year Hazel R. Clif¬ 
ton, a librarian, joined the firm. The history 
concludes with this verse: 

Let good fortune lead us ever 
Toward our aim; and may you never 
Fail to find, in every nook, 

What's for you a “magic book.” 

The third sheet of the folder has a drawing 
of a most ideal-looking shop and a bit of text 
which reads: 

“In this shop the spirits of all great litera¬ 
ture abide. Whether you come to browse or 
buy, with the same Good Cheer we’ll attend 
you. Prices of all books are plainly marked; 
and to your questions, intelligent answers given. 
What you want, we may not have; but for the 
asking may be got. To bring together the 
Right Books and the Right People is our aim.” 
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Order Forms on Publisher’s 
Advertising 

W ITH the strongest desire to suit their 
publicity matter to the exact needs and 
wishes of the retail bookseller, the pub¬ 
lishers’ advertising managers very often have 
great difficulty in formulating printed matter 
so that it will suit all customers 
A bookseller recently called attention to the 
form used on a private mailing card for cus¬ 
tomer distribution adopted by Little, Brown 
& Co. for “The Profiteer.” This card read: 
“Please send me-copies of ‘The Prof¬ 

iteer’ by E. Phillips Oppenheim. Ship by 
'-Charge to my account. (Signa¬ 

ture).” The dealer’s protest came that he 
had cards sent in checked by people who had 
no account and with whom there was no 
intention of opening an account. 

On the next book the publisher tried a new 
idea and gave opportunity for two checkings, 
either “Charge to my account” or “Price sent 
herewith.” Criticism then arose from some of 
the booksellers who used them that if a card 
was sent to a good customer but with no 
charge account, he was offended at the sug¬ 
gestion that the price should be sent herewith. 

The next firm tried to substitute the possi¬ 
bility of a C. O. D. as an alternative to 
“Charge to my account,” and the booksellers 
sent word that they do not want C. O. D. 
orders, as they are too expensive to send out. 

With this obvious intention of the advertis¬ 
ing manager to fit his material to the needs of 
the bookseller, it is suggested that this prob¬ 
lem be presented to the retail booksellers with 
the suggestion that they send to the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly their ideas of how these 
illustrated order cards for customer cir¬ 
culation could best be worded. The amount of 
advertising material that is prepared for re¬ 
tailers makes it important that the material 
should be in the most usable shape. 

Window Book Display in 
New York 

HE New York Tribune has inaugurated a 
new plan of book publicity in endeavoring 
to make book advertisements on its pages bring 
the fullest possible value in the New York area. 
It has devised a handsome display fixture 
in a architectual bronze frame in which can be 
shown illustrated advertising copy on books. 
These display fixtures are about three feet 
high and two feet wide and are placed in four 
or five bookstore windows in Manhattan, one 
in Brooklyn and one in Newark. The illumina- 
ated colored display in these fixtures changes 
continuously, and people are seen standing for 
some minutes in front of the bookstore win¬ 
dow, watching the pictures shift from book to 
book. 

The titles selected for this effort are chosen 
from the display advertising that appears every 
week in the Friday Tribune , and the publishers 


whose titles are used have signed up for a 
series of space advertisements. The copy to be 
used in connection with each title is carefully 
condensed, so that it can be quickly read as the 
picture comes and goes. This special Tribune 
page has been headed-up with the slogan of the 
Year-Round Bookselling Campaign, “Take 
Along a Book for Vacation Days” and the 
popular summer poster is reproduced as its 
heading. 

The Bookstore and National 
Advertising 

T HE publisher whose business has depart¬ 
ments both for selling thru bookstores and 
selling direct thru national display ad¬ 
vertising has always argued that this large 
use of space had a very direct effect on the 
sales in the retail store. The manager of a 
trade department of such a firm has been asked 
1 y the Publishers’ Weekly to give, if possi¬ 
ble, exact figures on such a campaign to see 
what the retail effect of their magazine adver¬ 
tising expense was. 

The Ronald Press, specializes in business 
books and its organization was built up 
for direct by mail work. At the same time, 

’ it has from the beginning given much thought 
and care to the retail outlets and the display 
of its books at the various points. 

In its report it selects for study a campaign 
on one of its most substantial books, “Audit¬ 
ing : Theory and Practice,” which has been a 
good seller for several years. In 1918 there 
was comparatively little advertising. What 
was done was of the usual mail order type, 
offering to send books for examination, but 
mentioning that the title could be secured at all 
bookstores. In 1919 the advertising expendi¬ 
ture was increased eightfold over the pre¬ 
ceding year, and the records show that the 
sales thru the bookstore doubled. In 1920 
there was slight increase in advertising, and 
the sales on the same book thru the trade held 
to the level of the year before, in spite of 
general business depression and readjustment. 

This advertising was largely in full-page 
form in such magazines as are well-known for 
book advertising. The publishers say that the 
dealers took advantage of this national publicity 
to connect their stock with the items already 
in the customers’ minds, to the advantage of 
their total sales. 

Another instance in this same field is the 
effect of the national campaign on O. Henry 
when the trade sales increased steadily, altho 
the direct orders were coming in by the 
thousands.

Edgar Saltus, author and publicist, died 
July 31st at his home in New York City at the 
age of 63 years. Mr. Saltus attended St. Paul s 
School, Concord, N. H., and later the Sorbonne 
in Paris and the Universities of Munich and 
Heidelberg. He studied law at Columbia Col¬ 
lege. The list of his best known books includes:

“The Anatomy of Negation,” 1887; ‘Mr. In- 
cours Misadventure,” 1887; “The Truih About 
Tristem Varick,” 1888; “Eden,” 1888; “Map,*

Transaction in Hearts,” 1889; “Purple and Fine 
Women,” 1903; “Historia Amoris,” 1906; “The 
Pomps of Satan,” 1904; “Oscar Wilde,” 19U; 
“The Paliser Case,” 1919; “The Imperial 
Orgy,” 1920; “The Lords of Ghostland,” 1907 J 
“The Perfume of Eros,” 1905. 

Mr. Saltus is survived by his second wife and 
one daughter. 

Lloyd Mifflin, poet, died at Columbia, Pa. 
on July 16th. Bom in 1846, in early life he 
studied art for a career and exhibited pic¬ 
tures on several occasions. His health failing 
him, he abandoned art for literature, and lec^ 
tured for a while. His published writings 
include “At the Gates of Song,” (igoi) “Cas- 
talian Days”—Sonnets, (1903) “Toward the 
Uplands,” later poems, (1908) “As Twilight 
Falls,” (1916).

A City of Bookshops 

Lima, Peru, July 5, 1921. 
Editor , Publishers" Weekly: 

Every week (sometimes they come in bunch¬ 
es of five or six) the Publishers’ Weekly 
brings its welcome gossip and news. The At¬ 
lantic City Booksellers’ Meet must have been 
a great success in every way from the accounts 
I read of it. Keep up the good work and in 
time the book may become as popular and 
familiar in the United States as here. 

In Lima, and doubtless in most other Latin 
American cities books are sold everywhere. 
As you know, there is no plan of book distri¬ 
bution, but as most books are published at the 
author’s expense, he generally sees to it that 
copies are placed on sale everywhere possi¬ 
ble. Both the “consignment” and “on sale 
methods are practiced. 

Downtown in Lima it is hard to find a block 
without its bookstore. On the main streets 
each block averages three to five shops which 
either sell books mainly or carry them as an 
important sideline, and it is really surprising 
the assortment of Spanish titles to be found 
in these little shops. 

It may interest you to know that there is 
a growing tendency to supplant. the paper 
covers with hound books. Excepting for the 
lighter fiction, people here seem to prefer buy¬ 
ing books already bound, at a cost of 40 or 
50% more. 


Lima supports five or six very good illus¬ 
trated weeklies, printed on good paper, and 
well-printed in black and colors. Everybody 
buys books and magazines, even the working 
classes.

F LORA V. Livingston, of the Widener 
Memorial Library of Cambridge, is en¬ 
gaged on a new bibliography of Kipling’s 
writings. 

The auction season in this city and in Lon¬ 
don has finally come to an end, and, taking the 
sales in the two cities together, a very remark¬ 
able season it has been. 

The Libr&irie de Bibliophiles in Paris has is¬ 
sued a new edition of Baudelaire’s “Fleur du 
Mai,” with an introduction by Pierre Dufray, 
which contains much new data concerning the 
publication of (the book and Baudelaire’s trial 

in 1857* 

After remaining in manuscript four hun¬ 
dred and seventy years, the work entitled 
•‘The Donet” by Reginald Peacock, bishop 
first of Asaph and then of Chichester, in the 
middle of the fifteenth century, has been 
printed for the first time and is about to be 
published by Humphrey Milford of the Eng¬ 
lish Text Society. 

Charles Sessler of Philadelphia was the 
purchaser of the rare Rowlandson lots in the 
sale of the Bruton library at Sotheby’s re¬ 
cently. A few items have gone into American 
collections and others have been added to the 
stock in his bookshop, which at the present 
time is said to be one of the finest in the 
world. 

The original draft of Kipling’s “Recession¬ 
al,” with the first title “After,” is among the 
Kipling treasures of the Widener Memorial 
Library at Cambridge. It was the gift of 
Dr. William Norton Bullard, to whom it had 
been given by Sarah Norton who was visit¬ 
ing Kipling when he wrote the famous poem 
of the Jubilee and who saved the discarded 
draft. 

The unknown first edition of Thomas Hey¬ 
ward’s “King Edward the Fourth,” 1599, re¬ 
cently sold at Sotheby’s for $2500, was bought 
by Seymour de Ricci it is said for an Amer¬ 
ican collector. The new owner has decided 
to have a photographic facsimile reprint pre¬ 
pared and published with an introduction by 
Mr. de Ricci, so that the text may be in the 
hands of students. 

The sale of the Yates Thompson illuminated 
manuscripts at Sotheby’s in London, June 29, 
lacked the enthusiasm of the sales of the 
two former parts, and prices suffered in con¬ 
sequence. It is said that there was very 
little American competition. The three parts 
have now realized £148,349—£52,380 at the 
sale of the first part; £77, 9^5 of the second 
part, and £18,024 at the last. 

Harvard University Library’s collection of 
early printing is growing rapidly. When the 
Bibliographical Society of America issued its 


“Census of Fifteenth Century Books Owned 
in America,” two years ago, Harvard was 
credited with 1231 titles before 1501, in addi¬ 
tion to 48 second copies. The total number 
of fifteenth century books credited on July 1, 
has risen to 1474 and many of the recent 
accessions are of great rarity and value. 

It will be some weeks before we can begin 
to form an idea of what the coming season 
has in store for us. Importations for next 
season will be heavy and retail prices high. 
The tendency in this city and in London for 
auction prices to drop will probably reduce 
the number of consignments coming into the 
market and tend to stabilize prices. Dealers 
are looking forward to a prosperous season 
but realize that all depends upon very hard 
work. 

It appears that the very interesting story 
of the pedigree of the copy of “Queen Mab,” 
once owned by Shelley, which brought $6000 
at the Anderson Galleries last year in the 
Buxton Forman sale, was incorrect, as told 
in the London Times. Thomas J. Wise, the 
English bibliographer, says that the book was 
purchased by Mr. Forman from the widow of 
Thomas Wade, and that a bill exists to prove 
it. The price was only £10. From 1847, when 
it was described by Medwin, until the day it 
became the property of Mr. Forman the pedi¬ 
gree of the book is continuous and complete. 
This makes the profit on the book much 
greater than first reported. 

The rare book trade is just beginning to 
wake up to the fact that if the Senate should 
pass the Fordney Bill, with the same tariff 
schedule that applies to rare books as passed 
by the House, it would bring the importation 
of valuable rare books to an end. Opinion 
on this point seems to be unanimous. Col¬ 
lectors and dealers should make the situa¬ 
tion clear at Washington. The most direct 
move now is to write to the senators from 
your state and put the matter plainly before 
them. 

The last part of the famous Stowe col¬ 
lection was sold in an “out” sale near London 
last month, beginning on the 5th and ending 
on the 26th. Over 4000 lots were sold. The 
sale, as frequently happens at country sales, 
was handled by inexperienced men and is, 
as a London paper says, a “good demonstra¬ 
tion of the wrong way of selling books at 
auction.” The bundling was most incom¬ 
petently done. For instance, a single item de¬ 
scribed as “22 boxes of vellum deeds, six¬ 
teenth and seventeenth centuries,” had no 
further description. Bidding of course was 
limited to those who had made a personal 
examination of the books. It is at such sales 
that the “knock out” flourished in times past 
and is most practiced at the present time. 
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The last rare book catalog received from 
Maggs Brothers, of London, is one of the 
finest of its kind ever sent out by a London 
bookseller. It is devoted to “Book Bindings: 
Historical and Decorative,” contains 336 pages, 
catalogs 461 lots and has 132 full page illus¬ 
trations, and with its careful descriptions, in¬ 
teresting notes and prices, makes a really valu¬ 
able work of reference for the cataloger and 
collector. With the exception of George II, 
English monarchs from the time of Henry 
VIII are represented by books bound specially 
for them. French royalty and its circle from 
Francois I to Napoleon I figure extensively. 
There are books bound for the great French 
bibliophiles, Jean Grolier and J. A. de Thou, 
and popes, cardinals, virtuous ladies like the 
blessed Louise de Marillac, foundress of the 
Sisters of Charity beatified only last year, and 
ladies of French court life like Madame 
Pompadour and du Barry. Collectors and 
binders of nearly all European countries are 
included. Prices show a wide range but most 
are sufficiently high to command respect. A 
fine example of Grolier is priced at £550; two 
books owned by Thomas Wotton, “the English 
Grolier,” at £210, and a Roger Payne at 
£50. Prices on the whole seem reasonable 
which is generally hard to say of books of 
this character. 

“The Bookplate Annual for 1921,” edited by 
Alfred Fowler, should interest every book plate 
collector and makes a very strong appeal to 
the average book lover. Major Haldane 
McFall writes an appreciative article on “The 
Bookplates of Frank Brangwyn, R.A.,” which 
is illustrated with seven bookplates, two in 
colors; another paper deals with what is ap¬ 
parently the earliest American bookplate; and 
the story of finding a bookplate in a thatched 
hut in the Philippines, after a long journey 
with primitive accommodations, teems with 
interest. . The “Annual” also includes a report 
of the “Sixth Annual Exhibition of Contem¬ 
porary Bookplates,” with all the designs 
awarded the certificate of merit and certificate 
of honorable mention, and a story of “The 
American Bookplate Society,” from its incep¬ 
tion in 1913, with an address list of members. 
The frontispiece Is a large etched bookplate 
recently designed by Stanley Harrod; twenty- 
five illustrations appear in all. The format is 
a large quarto, printed on Old Stratford paper, 
bound in artistic boards, limited to 500 copies, 
and, altogether the most elaborate attempt of 
its kind that has been made. Mr. Fowler is 
entitled to take much pride in the attractive 
and interesting annual which he has produced. 

Time settles many a violent discussion. In 
1869 Blackwood’s Magazine made an attack on 
Lady Byron, and Harriet Beecher Stowe came 
to the defense in an article, “The True Story 
of Lady Byron’s Life,” which was printed in 
the Atlantic Monthly. Heated discussion, here 
and abroad, followed and a year later she pub¬ 
lished the book “Lady Byron Vindicated,” which 
added to the violent controversy. In her in¬ 
troduction Mrs. Stowe said, “I claim and shall 


prove that Lady Byron’s reputation has been 
the victim of a concerted attack, begun by 
her husband during her life time and coming 
to its climax over her grave. I claim and shall 
prove who did it and who is responsible for 
bringing on me the hard duty of making these 
disclosures, which appear to me ought to have 
been made by others.” This volume carried 
conviction to many. A few years ago Ralph 
Milbanke, Lord Lovelace, the grandson o 
Lord and Lady Byron, privately printed a 
volume entitled “Astarte,” which defended the 
good name of his grandmother. And again 
the added testimony did not end the dispute. 
Lady Lovelace has now published a second 
edition of “Astarte,” rearranging the material, 
fortifying its arguments with new evidence and 
replying to her husbands critics. This new 
book has just been reviewed in the London 
Times at length and with the greatest care. 
The reviewer declares that the testimony “must 
convince any unbiased mind,” that Lord Love¬ 
lace and Lady Lovelace after him “were more 
than justified in making their disclosures,” and 
further that “they could not have been justi¬ 
fied in leaving Lady Byron’s memory unde¬ 
fended.” There are indications that this ver¬ 
dict from England’s’ greatest newspaper will 
l e accepted judicially as ending the long con¬ 
troversy. The verdict which vindicates the 
memory of Lady Byron also justifies the earlier 
defense which Harriet Beecher Stowe made in 
behalf of her very dear friend. It has been 
fifty years since the scandalous life of Lord 
Byron has been under discussion but the new 
evidence and English fairness has put an end 
to it. “Astarte” was originally privately 
printed in a very limited edition, and more re¬ 
cently it has been bringing £100, and more, at 
auction. The new edition published by Chris¬ 
tophers will be sold for 18 shillings.
